Short Line Has Long of the 
Sitwation Uvada—Southern 
Pacific to Reach Salt Lake 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALT LAKE (Utah,) April 9—[Exclusive Dispatch. ] 
A battle royal is in progress between the Oregon 
Short Line and Salt Lake, San Pedro and Los Angeles 
Railroad companies, just( west of the Utah-Nevada 
line. Word comes from Ueda tothe effect that the 
latter company was on the ground first, with men and 
teams to do the work. The Short Line, however, soon 
persuaded the men to leave the San Pedro line by 
offering $1.50 to $2.00 more per day for men and teams. 
Not all of the men quit, thereafter, but they were soon 

swept off the grade by sheer force of numbers. 

C. F. Whittemore, attorney for the Clark people 
and who is at the scene of the trouble, went to Pioche

ASHINGTON, April 9.—The he- 
roic bronze equestrian statue of 
Maj.-Gen. John A. Logan, which 

rests on an imposing bronze pedestal 

in Iowa Circle, was unveiled today in 
the presence of the President, the 

Cabinet, the widow and relatives of 

the gallant soldier, many of his com- 

rades-in-arms and a vast multitude of 
people. The sculptor, Franklin Sim- 
mons, who was knighted by King 

Humbert of Italy as a tribute to the 

artistic character of the work, was 

aleo present. 

Mastey George Bucker, a grandson 
of the honored warfior, pulled the un- 
velling cord at 2:45 o'clock. The folds 
of the large American flag fell away, 
and the dashing figure of “Black aJck” 
Logan, seated on his charger, stood re- 
vealed, amid a roar of cheering that 
echoed far down the intersecting 
streets and avenues. 

The President and members of the 
Cabinet had been escorted to the 
statue by a military parade. under 
command of Col. Francis L. Guenther 
of the Fourth U. Ss. Artillery. 
The procession included detachments 
from the artillery and infantry arms of 
the regular army, a battalion of ma- 
rines and a company of seamen from 


of the Tennessee and the Cumberiand, 
and members of the local veteran as- 
sociation. 

Mrs. John A. Logan and other rela- 
tives sat upon a platform at the base 
of the monument. Mrs. Logan has 
been quite fll with the grip recently, 
but was able to be present. Among 
those with her were Thomas A. Logan 
of Murphysboro, ll., a brother of Gen. 
Logan; Miss M. E. Logan, a niece: &. 
K. Cunningham, Logansboro; Logan

The President and his Cabinet and 
other distinguished guests occupied a 
flag-draped stand opposite this plat- 
form, while in another stand, extend- 
ing around the monument, were other 
guests, including many of Gen. Logan's 
old comrades, representatives of John 
A. Logan Post, G.A.R., of St. Louis; 
the Logan Republican Club of Brook- 
lyn, and the Logan Club of Philadel- 
phia. 

Gen. Grenville M. Dodge, who is the 
only living general represented in the 
group on the bronze pedestal showing 
Gen. Logan in council of war with his 
commanding officers, presided over the 
ceremonies. He paid a high personal 
tribute to the dead chieftain, and after 
the invocation had been offered by 
Rev. Frank Bristol, introduced the 
sculptor, Mr. Simmons, to the assem- 
blage. The statue was then unveiled, 
amid great applause, and the Fourth 
Artillery Band rendered “Columbia, 
the Gem of the Ocean.” At the mo- 
ment of the unveiling, a section of 
the Fourth Artillery fired a national 
salute on the White House lot, south 
of the Bixecutive Mansion.

works of the Carbon Steel Company in 
Pittsburgh to the naval ordnance prov- 
ing grounds at Indian Head, to be 
subjected to the regulation ballistic 
test. Upon the result of this test will | 
depend further experiments, which 
may result in the adoption by the g>v- 
ernment of this new armor, instead of 
that for which the Navy Department 
is now paying $455 a ton. 

If the new armor ie a success and 
can be sold at $150 a ton, it will mean 
a saving to the government of $3856 on 
each ton of armor. On a battleship of 
the Alabama class, carrying 600 tons of 
armor, this would mean a clear saving 
to the government of $793,000. The new 
armor is made in accordance with a 
patent taken out by Mr. Cosgrove, who 
arranged with the Carhon “teel Com- 
pany for the manufacture «f the ex- 
perimental plate. By this process,

PRUNES GO WITH WINES: 
PLACED ON RAILROAD MENU.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 9.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) By a general order ap- 
plicable to all roads in the system, G. 
H. Daniels, general passenger agent 
of the New York Central lines, has 
made California prunes a standard ar- 
ticle in the dining cars of the system 
Hereafter they are to figure on the 
daily bill of fare of every train, where 
they are to be listed, not as plain 
“prunes,” but as “California prunes.” 
The rule goes into effect’ at once, and 
already large orders for first-grade 
fruit to fill the railroad demand has 
been placed with severalo f the South- 
ern California dryers. 
This is the second time the New York 
Central lines have taken up a Califor- 
nia product to help it along. They did 
the same thing for California wines 
when the growers were struggling to 
have them introduced in the East; ad- 
ded them to the regular dining-car 
menu, and put them down as Cali- 
fornia products in the menu. The 
wines have had their place to this day, 
and the spread of native vintages in 
the East is in no small measure due to 
this advertising.

WIRELESS TORPEDO. 

Lieut. B. A. Fiske, U.S.N., ac- 
cording to a recent dispatch from 
Washington, has been granted patents 
on a torpedo that is steered and oper- 
ated by means of a wireless system of 
electrical control from a central sta- 
tion which may be located on shore or 
on board a ship. The torpedo, it is 
stated, is controlled by the form of 
electrical energy known as the Hert- 
zian waves, which Nikola Tesla has 


from a station on shore or from a ship. 
They are discharged from a tube, and 
are self propelling; that is to say, the 
propelling and steering mechanism ts 
under the control of the operator at 
the central station. The distance to 
which this controlling power can be 
exerted is not stated. The operation is 


tuated only by waves—say of a fre- 
quency of one million a second. The 
portion of the machinery which sends 
the torpedo to starboard is actuated 
only by waves of two million vibra- 
tions a second.

China. 
HE Mongolian revolt, the only 
T new phase in the situation, was a 
distinct failure. On this the 


friends of the Celestial empire ought 
to be congratulated. China has enough 
on her hands now settling with foreign 
diplomats, without wasting her rem- 
nant of energy on internal dissension 
and uprisings. However. the assertion 
of Prince Ching that the revolt was 
but a teacup storm should be taken 
with a grain of salt. The information 
received by both Prince Ching and Li 
Hung Chang proves, on the other 
hand, that the court its seriously 
alarmed. The court, now sitting at 
San-Fu, has for its protection an army 
of 11,000 men. Gen. Tung Fu Sian's 
army is not much better in number, 
but the men under him are much bet- 
ter drilled. He just now is supposed 
to be about 150 miles from Sian-Fu, |. e., 
in a position to attack the court and 


endanger its existence if not repressed 
in time. This is to be deplored, as 
any uprising at this juncture will not 
only tend to prove that the Empress 
cannot be expected to restore peace, 
but will justify the foreign powers in 
increasing their forces, if only with 
the pretext of protecting the court it- 
self. Still the foreign ministers now at 
Peking take a rather optimistic view 
of the matter. They are inclined to 
think that, unless foreign interests 
suffer, the overturn of the dynasty will 
not change the aspect of affairs mate- 
rially. ‘All Chinese seem to be alike to 
them,” ag it makes no difference really 
who is the figurehead in charge 
of the Chinese treasury as long as he 
does not interfere with the powers 
emptying it for indemnity, dam- 
ages and sundry other taxes. To off- 
set this, Prince Ching cants his old 
story that the Dowager Empress is 
dearly beloved by the nation, nine- 
tenths of which would part with their 
pigtails protect her. Whichever 
statement may be true, the fact re- 
mains that the new revolt headed by 
Gen. Tung Fu Sian, the former com- 
mander of the northern army in the 
provinces of Mongolia, will not facill- 
tate matters, nor lessen the amount of 
indemnity demanded. That this 
amount is liable to overtax China's 
powers\is now an open secret. Accord- 
ine to expert opinion China at the 
most would be able to pay from £20,- 
000,000 to £30,000,000. The sum expected 
by the foreign powers is nearer £100,- 
000,000. The other half of the repara- 
tion—the punishment of erstwhile box- 
er leaders—is going on to the delecta- 
tion native crowds and European 
camera fiends. Two leading “spirits” 
of the Boxer movement paid their 
lives the other day at a public execu- 
tion. They were Chi Shiu and Shiu 
Scheng. A large crowd gathered on 
the day of execution, and was only 
kept back by American troops with 
fixed bayonets.

GETS A KNOCKOUT. 


JUSTICE AUSTIN RULES ON A CITY 
ORDINANCE. 

Declares That the License Tax for 


Sign Painters is Prohibitive, Unrea- 
sonable and Excessive and in Conse- 
quence Invalid—Bike Riders Arrested. 


Justice Austin helped H. Gaylord 
Wilshire practice his own preaching 
yesterday knocking cut the bill- 
posting and sign-painting orainance 
which enabled Wilshire to maintain an 
air-tight trust in Los Angeles. 

J. J. Musgrove had come before the 
court to answer for having painted 
signs without having paid the license 
tax which the City Council had fixed at 
$75 a quarter. At his arraignment 
Musgrove’s attorney presented a de- 
murrer to the complaint, alleging that 
the ordinance under which the prose- 
cution was begun was invalid for the 
reason that the tax was excessive and 
unreasonable, and acted as a prohib- 
itive measure against a legitimate oc- 
cupation; also that it was out of all 
roportion to the tax charged on other 
usinesses. 


Runaways Sentenced. 

Rolly Robe, Henry Mason and Wil- 
liam Williamson, three little boys 
ranging in age from 7 to 11 years, were 
sentenced to ten days in jail or $10 
fine by Justice Austin yesterday for 
having violated the curfew ordinance.

DR. CHAPMAN SAYS THE SALOON 
ARMY WAS CRUSHED. 


The Victory of Anti-Saloon Forces 
Left Nothing to Be Desired—The 
Doctor Reviews the Council’s Acts— 
Remarkable Record. 


To the people of Los Angeles: When 
an army. after exhausting all its re- 
sources in a protracted and furious 
struggle, is compelled to retreat, it 
matters but little in determining the 
result, what precise course may be 
taken aa it flees from its victorious pur- 
suers. But the saloonmen of Los An- 
geles, as they were driven from their 
own chosen field of battie by the tre- 
mendous force of public sentiment and 
official fidelity, with characteristic ef- 
frontery, claim for themselves a vic- 
tory, In the process by which they 
fied. This claim has been presented 
with so much of pomposity and show 
of sincerity, that there-may be a degree 
of wneertainty in the public mind as 
to the precise character of the action 
taken by the City Council on the mat- 
ter of Sunday opening. There need be 
no such uncertainty, for the record 
of the City Council settles the question 
definitely, and shows that the victory 
won by the friends of good government 
was all that could be desired.

Paper Read Last Night 
Capt. Meyler. 


Tells of the Work of 


Improvement. 


Monthly Dinner of Engineers 
and Architects and 
Their Guests. 


Capt. J. J. Meyler, Corps of Engi- 
neers, U.S.A., in charge of the con- 
struction of the breakwater at San 
Pedro, read a paper on “San Pedro 
Harbor Improvements,” at the monthly 
Gimner of the Engineers’ and Archi- 
tects’ Association at the Woman's 
Club House last evening. The members 
of the University Club were guests of 
the rs and architects. About 
eighty attended the dinner. 

CAPT. MEYLER’'S PAPER. 

Capt. Meyler covered his subject 
from the beginning of the improvement 
of the inner harbor in 1871, by the

The first official examination of 
Sstuary was finally made in 1569 
Maj. R. 8S. Williamson, Corps of 
Engineers, who recommended it as 
“worthy of improvement.” Then, two 
years iater, appropriated 
$200,000, and work was begun under a 
project of Maj. <G. H. Mendell, Corps 
of Engineers, for building 6700 linea! 
feet of timber and stone breakwater 
from the western end of Rattlesnake 
Island to Deadman’s Island. 

Capt. Meyler then explained in detai! 
the physical characteristics of the es- 
tuery at that time, and gave a history 
of the work and the further projects 
and appropriations. He showed that 
the survey made under his direction 

the River and Harbor Act of 

March 3, 1899, resulted in an increase 
of water at the entrance to fifteen feet 
today, while there originally existed 
but one and a half feet. 

“According to the old rule that the 
tommage capacities of harbors vary 
Girectiy as the cubes af thei- bar 
Gepths, this increase of 13% feet has 
made the tonnage capacity of this har- 
bor 1000 times as great as it was when 
the improvement began,” said. Capt. 
Meyler. “The success of the work from 
an engineering point of view has at- 
tracte@ the attention of engineers far 
and wide; and it has frequently been 
stated that nowhere in the world has 
there been a more successful work of 
harbor improvement, or one where the 
ee increase of depth obtained 

been greater. That such splendid 
results have been possible is due en- 
tirely to the naturally-favorable con- 
@itions existing there. The permanent 
improvement of a harbor entrance on 
@ sandy coast has long been recog- 
nized as one of the most difficult prob- 
lems of maritime engineering; and it 
is doubtful if upon a more exposed 
coast any improvement of so small 
a harbGr could have reached so suc- 
cessful a resuit.” 

The great obstacle to such improve- 
ments, according to the speaker, is the 
nee of sand in a movable 
tion, but at San Pedro is a different 
state of affairs. “The survey shows 
that the channe! from the end of the 
wharves to Deadman's Island, which 
was dreiged in 1891, has fairly held its 
own, both as regards width and depth: 
while directly at the entrance and on 
the bar outside, there has been a grad- 
ual increase in depth of water. due to 
the scouring action of the ebb tide.

Continuing, Capt. Meyler stated that 
there can be no doubt that the inner 
harbor is capable of a development by 
dredging that would make it equal to 
any future demand, and would make 
of it one of the first-class ports of the 
world. With respect to width of chan- 
mel at entrance, length of water front 
and area. that portion of the inner 
harbor from the entrance to Wilming- 
ton, and east of the Southern Pactfic 
trestie, was shown by Capt. Meyler ta, 
compare favorably with leading ports 
of the world.
